BOSTON I Teresa Heinz Kerryjoined the com- 
pany of blunt- speaking political spouses this 
convention week by telling a reporter to stop 
misquoting her and “shove it.” 

Barbara Bush set the standard in 1984 
when she called Democratic vice presiden- 
tial candidate Geraldine Ferraro a $4 million 
“rhymes with rich.” She later apologized. 

Eight years later, Mrs. Bush was first lady 
when future Sen. Hillary Rodham Clinton 
defended her active role in public life by say- 
ing, “I suppose I could have stayed home and 
baked cookies and had teas.” Mrs. Clinton 
expressed regret for the remark. 


Heinz Kerry has not apologized. John 
Kerry said he’s not sorry she said it, either. 

The flap was set in motion Sunday night, 
when Heinz Kerry told Pennsylvania del- 
egates, “We need to turn back some of the 
creeping, un-Pennsylvanian and sometimes 
un-American traits that are coming into some 
of our politics.” 

The editorial page editor of the Pittsburgh 
Tribune -Review asked her what she meant 
by the term “un-American.” 

Heinz Kerry repeatedly denied using the 
phrase. “You said something I didn’t say,” she 
told the journalist. “Now shove it.” (ap) 


Democrats trot out marquee 
names to kick off convention 

B 0 S T 0 N I Unified and hungry for a return to 
the White House, Democrats opened their 
national convention on Monday while John 
Kerry told Republicans and independents to 
“stop and think” before voting this fall. 

“If you’re conservative, there’s nothing 
conservative about piling debt on the shoul- 
ders of our children and driving the deficits 
up,” the Massachusetts senator told a Florida 
audience in a jab at President Bush. 

Former President Clinton had the fea- 
tured prime-time speaking slot — the role 
of booster in chief for the 
Democratic presidential 
candidate. 

The roster of speakers 
for the night also includ- 
ed former President 
Carter and A1 Gore, the 
party’s 2000 presidential 
nominee. Sen. Hillary 
Rodham Clinton of New 
York, already viewed as a potential presi- 
dential contender for a future campaign, 
had the task of introducing her husband. 

Gore urged Democrats to remember their 
feelings of frustration, anger and disappoint- 
ment from the recount fight in the last election, 
and to turn their anger into votes for Kerry. 

The speech cast Gore as the living symbol 
of a rallying cry for Democratic organizers: 
Every vote counts. Since losing the Florida 
recount by 537 votes, the former vice presi- 
dent has appealed to the liberal wing of the 
Democratic Party with stinging rebukes of 
the Bush administration, david espo (ap)

A brain-damaged woman kept 
alive for years over the objection of 
her husband has been “stripped of 
her most intimate personal rights,” 
his lawyer said in papers filed 
Monday with the state Supreme 
Court. Michael Schiavo, the hus- 
band of Terri Schiavo, has sued 
Gov. Jeb Bush over “Terri’s Law,” a 
measure Bush pushed through the 
Legislature in October after Schiavo 
removed the feeding tube keeping 
his wife alive, (ap) 


WASHINGTON I A record 6.9 mil- 
lion adults were incarcerated or 
on probation or parole last year, 
nearly 131,000 more than in 2002, 
according to a Justice Department 
study. 

Put another way, about 3.2 per- 
cent of the adult U.S. population, 
or 1 in 32 adults, were incarcerated 
or on probation or parole at the end 
of last year. 

A record 4.8 million adults were 
on probation or parole in 2003, 
about 73,000 more than the year 


before. About 70 percent of adults 
involved in federal, state or local 
corrections systems fall into this 
category. The states of California 
and Texas together accounted for 
about 1 million. 

The number of adults on parole 
after serving a prison sentence rose 
by 3.1 percent from 2002 to 2003, 
to more than 774,500 people. That 
compares with an average annual 
rise of about 1.7 percent since 1995 
for those on parole, a figure that has 
been increasing at a much slower 


rate than those in jails, in prison 
and on probation . 

Since 1995, states around the 
country have increased the use 
of mandatory parole after prison 
release and cut down on use of 
discretionary releases overseen by 
parole boards, the report says. 

The findings in the report, which 
was released on Sunday, included 
that almost half of all probationers 
were convicted of a felony, with 25 
percent convicted of a drug viola- 
tion.

‘Divorce’ 

Teenager wins right 
to sever ties with father 
who killed his mother 

CANTON, MASS. I A teenage boy won 
a landmark legal battle Monday by 
getting a “divorce” from his father, 
who murdered the boy’s mother six 
years ago while the child slept in 
the next room. 

Daniel Holland signed a settle- 
ment agreeing to give up his paren- 
tal rights and waiving any right to be 
part of his son Patrick’s life. He had 
been scheduled to face a closed- door 
trial Monday that experts said could 
have been precedent- setting. 

Patrick, 14, was one of the first 
children to independently initiate a 
“divorce” from a parent, despite the 
fact that he had a permanent home 
with his legal guardians. 

Daniel Holland, 39, is serving 
life in prison without parole for 
first- degree murder, (ap)

Gun Checks Falling Short 


Study finds thousands 
of ‘delayed denial’ 
firearms sales allowed 

WASHINGTON I Morethan 7, OOOpeo- 
ple who should have been barred 
from buying guns were able to buy 
them anyway in 2002 and 2003, 
according to a Justice Department 
review released Monday. 

The government rarely prose- 
cutes such cases, the report said. 

Federal law stipulates that gun 
buyers wait three business days 
before receiving their weapons so 
background checks can be con- 
ducted by the FBI. Of the 17 mil- 
lion gun purchases in the last two 


years, 122,000 were denied because 
of the checks. 

If the background check isn’t 
completed within the period, 
however, the law says the pur- 
chase must go through. In 2002 
and 2003, there were a combined 
7,030 “delayed denial” cases in 
which the FBI found that a pro- 
hibited person was able to get 
a gun after the period expired, 
according to the review by Glenn 
A. Fine, the Justice Department’s 
inspector general. 

The Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, 
Firearms and Explosives retrieved 
the weapon in 97 percent of those 
cases. That sometimes took a year 
or longer, ample time for an ille- 


gal buyer to use the gun to com- 
mit a crime. 

The study did not say how many 
times that occurred but provided 
some examples, including an 
instance in which a prohibited 
buyer was charged with aggra- 
vated assault after firing the ille- 
gally purchased weapon at another 
person’s car. 

Several reasons were cited 
by ATF for its failure to retrieve 
the guns more quickly, including 
staffing shortages and technology 
problems. 

The study also found that federal 
prosecutors brought charges in only 
154 of the 122,000 illegal purchase

Afghan leader ehooses 
slain hero’s brother 
as VP, drops warlord 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I President 
Hamid Karzai dropped a power- 
ful warlord from his electoral ticket 
Monday and added the brother of 
a slain Afghan hero. 

The U.S.-backed interim lead- 
er replaced Defense Minister 
Mohammed Fahim, his current 
first vice president and arguably the 
country’s most powerful warlord, 
with Ahmad Zia Massood, an eth- 
nic Tajik who is now Afghanistan’s 
ambassador to Russia. 

Massood’s brother, Ahmad Shah 
Massood, led the resistance to the 
Taliban until he was killed by al 
Qaeda terrorists on Sept. 9, 2001. 

“I hope the Afghan people will 
recognize us as a good team,” Karzai 
told reporters in Kabul. 


Karzai named ethnic Hazara 
leader Karim Khalili his second 
vice president. The ticket is likely 
to appeal across the country’s eth- 
nic divides. It will also help shake 
Karzai ’s reputation for using kid 
gloves with the country’s warlords. 


Karzai is the overwhelming 
favorite to beat about a dozen chal- 
lengers in October in the country’s 
first direct presidential vote, (ap)

Kidnappings Slow 
Rebuilding in Iraq 


Companies say they 
are reluetant to send 
workers into eountry 

BAGHDADI Iraqi officials and busi- 
nessmen said Monday that an epi- 
demic of kidnappings of foreigners 
had badly damaged reconstruction 
efforts. 

Most of the more than 70 foreign 
hostages snatched in Iraq have been 
truck drivers working for compa- 
nies delivering equipment, food and 
other support for the U.S. military 
or contractors helping in recon- 
struction projects. 

The kidnappings have sent the 
cost of doing business here skyrock- 
eting and made it much tougher to 
find workers willing to come into 
Iraq, foreign companies, particu- 


larly transport firms, said. 

Many say the situation has 
gotten worse since the Philippines 
pulled out its troops to secure the 
release of truck driver Angelo 
dela Cruz. 

Since dela Cruz was freed last 
Tuesday, separate militant groups 
have kidnapped three Kenyans, 
three Indians and one Egyptian 
working for a Kuwaiti company; 
abducted the third-highest ranking 
Egyptian diplomat in Iraq; seized 
two Pakistanis employed by another 
Kuwaiti company; and taken two 
Jordanian truckers hostage. 

The criticism came after two 
separate militant groups said 
Monday they had captured four 
new foreigners, and an Egyptian 
diplomat held hostage was released 
unharmed, (ap)

The government has promised 
bonuses of $3,000 to more than 
40,000 security officials, but it has

Regulators who will decide 
whether the measure should be 
on the Nov. 2 general election bal- 
lot ruled that petition circulators 
had to personally observe all of the 
signatures they gathered. 

The three -member District of 
Columbia Board of Elections and 
Ethics panel’s ruling means that 
circulators also had to be aware 


of any promises or claims made to 
prospective petition signers. 

The ruling left open the possibility 
that nonresidents could have legally 
played a role in assisting D.C. resi- 
dents who were at least 18 years old 
in gathering signatures, but only resi- 
dents could serve as circulators.

ROCKVILLE, MD. I The Food and 
Drug Administration and phar- 
macists called on Montgomery 
County Monday to reject a plan 
that would make it the first juris- 
diction in Maryland to import 
Canadian prescription drugs, 
saying it is illegal and would put 
patients at risk of receiving bogus 
and unsafe drugs.

Google Begins Countdown 


Details made public on much-anticipated IPO 


SAN JOSE, CALIF. | Internet search 
leader Google Inc. detailed its high- 
ly anticipated public stock offering 
Monday with an estimate that its 
market value will be as high as $36 
billion, which would rival corpo- 
rate stalwarts such as McDonald’s 
and Sony. 

Google said 24.6 million shares 
will be sold as early as next month 
for $108 to $135 each, according 
to a regulatory filing. That would 
mean that between $2.66 billion 
and $3.32 billion in stock would be 
sold in the initial public offering. 

Google shares will be distributed 


at an auction designed to give the 
general public a better chance to 
buy stock before shares begin trad- 
ing. In the past, companies’ IPO 
shares have been restricted to an 
elite group picked by investment 
bankers handling the deal. 

Analysts expressed some sur- 
prise that the search behemoth 
— given its “Do No Evil” mantra 
and its desire to democratize the 
IPO process — is not going to split 
its stock to bring the price range 
down to levels more appealing to 
average investors. 

It would be the eighth-larg- 


est IPO in history and could leave 
Google with a market value between 
$29 billion and $36 billion. Rival 
Yahoo Inc. has a market cap of near-

FITNESS I Lunchtime at Electronic 
Arts in Redwood City, Calif., finds 
most aiming for the cafeteria. But 
some head for the state-of-the-art 
gym or outside for a quick round of 
soccer. Then there are those who 
spend the noon hour at “fight club,” 
getting their cardio workouts by bat- 
tling each other with fake swords. 

Of course, not every business 
has the inclination or the means to 
devote pricey real estate to athletic 
programs. But many corporations 
are setting up fitness programs, in 
various permutations. 

Some opt for partially or fully 
subsidized fitness centers that 
occasionally rival first-class health 
clubs. Others sponsor off- site gym 
memberships, walking and running 
clubs or Weight Watchers programs. 
And some businesses even dangle 
a healthy carrot — a discount on 


insurance premiums for those who 
partake in such programs. 

The National Business Group 
on Health recently reported that 
of 84 companies surveyed, 77 per- 
cent have an on-site fitness center, 
69 percent have on-site fitness pro- 
grams and 38 percent have Web- 


based fitness tools. 

Meanwhile, climbing obesity 
rates have put millions of people 
at risk for diabetes, heart disease, 
high blood pressure and other big- 
ticket conditions and diseases. 

“Companies are saying. If we’re 
going to control [insurance] costs. 


we’re going to have to tackle these 
problems,”’ said Helen Darling, the 
group’s president. 

But two -thirds of those compa- 
nies surveyed said that fewer than 
25 percent of employees participate 
in the programs. Fewer than a third 
reported 25 percent to 50 percent 
participation, and only 2 percent of 
companies said that more than half 
of their employees took part. 

Small companies with tight bud- 
gets can try to get employees involved 
in interactive Internet health sites 
or subsidize memberships in nearby 
health clubs.

Not at All) 

ALCOHOL I Drinking too much 
causes serious problems, while 
drinking a little may help many 
people’s health. How many drinks 
provide just the benefits and not the 
harm? It depends on whether a per- 
son is most at risk of heart disease, 
diabetes or breast cancer. 

So concludes an exhaustive new 
analysis by the National Institutes of 
Health, aimed at people who already 
imbibe (the NIH is not encouraging 
anyone to start drinking). 

As population-wide advice, con- 
suming two drinks a day for men 
and one a day for women is linked 
to lower mortality and unlikely 
to harm, the review found. Men 
shouldn’t exceed four drinks on any 
day, and women three — bingeing 
is simply bad. (ap)

‘Amish in the City’ shows the dangers of living with reality-show jerks 


FISH OUT OF WATER | Television is 
not part of the Amish world. But the 
Amish are now part of television. 

“Amish in the City” gives five 
young adults the chance to explore 
the big city. 

In the first two episodes of the 
UPN reality series, debuting tomor- 
row night, they hit the beach for sun 
and fun, visit a mall and cultivate 
sometimes uneasy relationships with 
six non-Amish sharing their tempo- 
rary Hollywood Hills home. 

Compared to other fishbowl 
shows, the series is tame. There’s 


no drinking, no sex and no knife - 
wielding roommates in the two- 
hour premiere. 

But there are bikinis, they’re 
scanty and they’re worn by the 
Amish women. 

“Oh, my, really?” said Amish 
cultural historian Joseph Yoder 
after hearing a description of the 
program. 

Not something they typically 
wear? “Heavens, no, not in pub- 
lic,” he replied. 

The two women and three men 
from Midwestern Amish commu- 


nities featured on the series include 
Jonas, an Iowa native; Miriam 
and Ruth, both of Ohio; Mose of 
Wisconsin and Randy of Indiana, 
all between 18 and 24. 

Members of the Amish sect, con- 
centrated in rural Pennsylvania, 
Indiana and Ohio, are known for 
simple attire and avoiding most 
technology. But at age 16 they’re 
allowed to break free of their strict 
code before deciding whether they 
want to be baptized as adults. 

“If I’m going to go out and explore 
I’m going to go all the way,” says Mose 


after putting on a hip new wardrobe 
picked out by the “city kids.” 

Ruth marvels at paintings in a 
gallery. Even the most mundane 
aspects of the city, including park- 
ing meters, can stop the newcomers 
in their tracks. 

If the Amish are treated gently, 
their roommates aren’t so lucky. 
Turns out they needed protection 
from TV scrutiny. 

Ariel, a waitress and vegan, con- 
fronts her housemates about their 
eating habits. Eggs are “chicken 
abortions,” she informs them, dairy 
products are “cow pus” and cattle 
likely are space aliens. Hollywood 
club promoter Reese and salesman 
Kevan demonstrate their maturity 
with a tussle that includes a sock 
as a weapon. 

The impact on the Amish won’t 
be lasting, predicted Yoder, who’s 
Mennonite. But he can’t say the 
same for the TV audience. 

“The Amish will survive this,” 
said Yoder. “But it will give a 
very false perception” to viewers.

The Dems’ convention 
preens and primps 
for the folks at home 

BOSTON I Cut the lights. Cue the 
music. And don’t drop the bal- 
loons and confetti too soon. 

The Democratic National 
Convention is a made-for-TV 
spectacle with the scripted glitz 
of Hollywood, which shouldn’t be 
a surprise since the man behind it 
is a show-business veteran. 

“It’s not an entertainment show,” 
insisted Don Mischer, the conven- 
tion’s executive producer. 

“We are trying to create, and 
make as interesting as possible, four 
days of history,” he said Sunday from 
his perch in the operations nerve 
center overlooking the convention 
floor at the FleetCenter. 

The convention set is massive, 
with dark wood panels and faux 
peach marble that try to project a 
presidential image. 

Yet, the effect is intimate and 
welcoming, too. Producers worked 
to bring Sen. John Kerry closer to 
the bustling activity on the con- 
vention floor, rather than have the 
already towering candidate — at 6- 
foot, 4-inchs tall — hover above on 
an otherwise empty stage. 

Blue -carpeted steps lead up the 


center of the stage from the conven- 
tion floor, allowing choirs, including 
one children’s group singing “This 
Land Is Your Land,” proximity to 
the delegates. 

Several dozen maroon chairs 
ascend the back of the stage, where 
rotating groups of delegates will sit 
to get up-close views. 

Two podiums — each decorat- 
ed with silver seals of an American 
flag — will be raised and lowered 
throughout. 

Behind the podiums, banks of 
flat-panel television screens will 
project images to delegates on 
the convention floor and televi- 
sion viewers. 


Each night, vignettes by a doc- 
umentary filmmaker will feature 
everyday people testifying that 
Kerry changed their lives. 

Just as Kerry finishes his accep- 
tance speech Thursday, a 13 -piece 
band will be cued and 100,000 bal- 
loons and 1,000 pounds of confetti 
will drop. 

Cameras will capture it all — a 
picture-perfect, made-for-TV event. 
“There are thousands of people in 
the audience right there,” said Jim 
Mulhall, a Democratic media con- 
sultant. 

“But there’s an audience that’s 
in the millions watching this from 
home.” LIZ sidoti (ap)

Alan’s father, the astronaut bil- 
lionaire Jeff Tracy (Bill Paxton), is 


adamant about keeping Alan safely 
at home on Tracy Island. When the 
Thunderbirds are called away to a 
rescue in space, the island is invad- 
ed by The Hood and his henchmen. 
Alan and his friends must use their 
wits to stop the evildoers. 

Kingsley said it was fun to play 
the archvillain, who practically 
appears in a puff of smoke in a red 
kimono emblazoned with a sinis- 
ter dragon. 

Kingsley’s on-screen reign of 
terror over children will continue 
in his next movie project, “Oliver 
Twist,” where he plays Fagin, the 
criminal master of a group of desti- 
tute boys. Oscar-winning filmmak- 
er Roman Polanski (“The Pianist”) 
is directing. 

The actor claimed he doesn’t 
seek out specific roles. “When I 
read ‘Sexy Beast,’ I had no idea 
that’s what I wanted to do,” he 
said.

iPods Get 
Teal’ Deal 

MUSIC I RealNetworks Inc. says it 
has created technology that allows 
songs purchased through its online 
music services to be played on Apple 
Computer Inc.’s popular iPod play- 
er, just a few months after 
complaining that Apple 
was rebuffing attempts 
to form an alliance. 

RealNetworks 
chief executive Rob 
Glaser said Harmony 
Technology will let
